A replica of the first dynamo ever 
turned by water power will be in- 
stalled in the reproduced first cen- 
:ral station and every detail in the 
auilding will approximate the or- 
iginal structure. Even the building 
.tself is constructed with wooden 
pins and old lasTaioned nails to 
nake it as historically correct as 
possible. 
The history of electric lighting In 


Appleton goes back'to July. 1882, 
when a group of Appleton- men, 
headed by H. J. Rogers, invited an 
engineer of the recently organized 
Western Edison Electric Light Co., 
of Chicago, to explain the new sys- 
tem lo them. Rogers "at that time 
was building a home on W. Pros- 
pect-ave and he was interested in 
laving it lighted by electricity. A 
little later the Appleton men went 
to Chicago to inspect the apparatus 
and on their return organized the 
Appleton Edison Light Co., with A. 
j. Smith as president, H. J. Rogers, 
vice president; C. A. Beveridge, sec- 
retary; H. D. Smith, treasurer, and 
W. D. Kurz as manager and electri- 
cian. 


Contract for Dynamos 
In spite of the fact that electric 


lighting had never been tried comj 
martially and that there wasn't a 
single central station then 'in ex- 
istance in all the world, the men 
contracted for two Edison "K" dy- 
namos with a capacity to light 550 
lamps, to be driven by water pow- 
er. The contract was signed on 
Aug. 18, 1882, and soon thereafter 
an engineer was sent here to in- 
stall one of the dynamos in the 
plant of the Appleton Paper and 
Pulp Co, of wMch Mr. Rogers was 
president. 
The first dynamo was attached to 


one of the water wheels driving 
beaters in Mr. Rogers mill, and the 
mill itself and Mr. Rogers* home 
were wired for lighting. Installation 
was completed on Sept. 27, but 
when the water was turned on 
there was no light. An engineer 
was summoned from Chicago, ar- 
rived the next day and he soon de- 
tected a few minor errors and on 
Saturday, Sept. 30, when the wa- 
ter again was turned on light burst 
from the incandescent globes, the 
experiment was a success and the 
first hydro-electric plant in the 
world was in operation. 
But in a couple of days it 


found to be impractical to drive the 
dynamo with the same water wheel 
operating the beaters because the 
varying loads on the beaters ef- 
fected the speed of the dynamo, 
with the result that lights either 
were excessively bright 
or they 


burned dimly so the dynamo was 
transferred to another part of the 
mill and a separate wheel installed. 
From then on the service was sat- 
isfactory, and electric lighting was 
an assured development.

number kidnaped and 600 robbed in 
a series of three cambination bandit 
raids and train wrecks near here 
within 24 hours. 


In addition to these casualties 
more than 200 were killed and sev- 
eral wounded in a battle between 
Japanese troops and Chinese ban- 
dits sixty miles farther south near 
Tahsing. The Japanese 
clashed 


with 700 bandits who were raiding 
along the Chinese Eastern railway 
on which the three wrecks occur- 
red.

MacKenzie Says 


The Toonerville Trolley That Meets All Trains 


Nearly 200 farmers of Outagamie- 


co, gathered at Shiocton Saturday 
evening to meet Chief Game War- 
den H. W. MacKenzie of Madison 
and to discuss plans to prevent il- 
legal hunting and depredations on 
farm lands, furnished 
a 
striking 


demonstration of their interest in 
conservation matters in spite of un- 
toward interruptions. 
Just as the assemblage was being 
called to order, a red glow appear- 
ed on the sky to the east, proof of 
a near-by farm fire. In less than 
two minutes most of the crowd 
had disappeared, without waiting 
for a motion to adjourn. Fortunate- 
ly it was merely a burning straw 
stack, and 15 minutes the men be- 
gan straggling back, leaving the 
village 
fire 
department, 
every 


member of which had been at the 
meeting, to guard the farm bund- 
ings. After a delay of less than half 
an hour the hall again was packed 
so that the business of the evening 
could be taken up. 
MacKenzie explained the purpose 


of the trespass law passed by the 
state legislature two years ago to 
protect farm lands and 
property 


against depredations by 
irrespon- 


sible vandals. He passed out copies 
of Section 2 of Section 348 386 of 
the statutes which reads as fol- 
lows: 
Must Get Permission 


"Any person who shall enter up- 
on the enclosed or cultivated lands 
of another, "or wood lots connected 
therewith, for the purpose of hunt- 
ing, fishing, trapping, netting, gath- 
ering fruiVnuts, straw, turf, vege- 
tables or herbs, without the consent 
of the owner or occupant thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $5 nor more than $100 in 
default of -payment thereof shall be 
' imprisoned in the county jail not 
less than ten days nor more than 30 
4iays." 
Mr. MacKenzie explained the ap- 


plication of this paragraph and ex- 
pressed his approval of local sen- 
timent Which does not seek to bar 
everybody 
from 
the 
hunting 


grounds, but demands that hunters 
apply at the farmer's 
house for 


permission to go upon the 
land, 


give their names and 
addresses, 
park cars where requested, and re- 
port the results of the 
expedition 


before leaving. 


Deputy sheriffs, MacKenzie 
plained, have wider authority than 
game wardens. 
The power of the 


latter is limited to enforcement of 
the conservation laws and they 
have no right to act in cases of tres- 
pass or depredations. Deputy sher- 
iffs, however, have authority to en- 


i force all state laws, including tres- 
pass and conservation laws. 
Per-

has reasonable cause to 
believe

Few Professed 
Atheists 


Found Among Entire Stu- 
dent Body, Figures Show 


Lack of foundation for the rumor 


:hat any number of students who 
attended the University of Wiscon- 
sin during the past three years were 
atheists, radicals or extremists in 
their attitude toward moral con- 
ventions and beliefs was revealed 
today by a comparison of church 
census figures for students for the 
four years from 1928 to 1932. These 
figures have been received here by 
Marshall C. Graff, district director 
for the University. They were ob- 
tained from Miss Annie B. Kirsch, 
university statistician, and the fig- 
ures were based on direct^ answers 
gu en by studerils to questions con- 
cerning their church membership 
or preference. 


These figures show that in 1928- 


29, slightly more than 70 per cent of 
all students enrolled in the univer- 
sity declared themselves church 
members or expressed preference 
for certain denominations, while 
only three professed atheists were 
found 
among the entire 
student 


body. 


They also show that in 1929-30, 


approximately 60 per cent of all 
students declared themselves mem- 
bers of churches 
or 
expressed 


preference for some one denomina- 
tion, while only two professed athe- 
ists were found among the stuaents 
Other facts showed that In 1931-32, 
80 per cent of the students declared 
that they were members of various 
churches or gave an express church 
preference while no professed athe- 
ists were found among the entire 
student body. 


The religious sects and the num- 


ber of students who in 1928 profess- 
ed their membership or preference 
for them are as follows:

ies, herself a suicide, or if still alive, 
fleeing from possible recognition. 


Bern and Miss Millette

found as police opened baggage left 
at a San Francisco hotel from which 
the woman checked out the day af- 
ter the producer's death.

Bern Supplied Funds . 


The letters revealed

Four^ears ago whenJVIr. Hoover was 


nominated*-some of the principal Demo- 
cratic spokesmen- saicL they were happy 
that it was Hoover, that he was just the 
man they 'wanted to oppose because, they 
declared, he was the*'weakest man thV 
Republican party could nominate. • 


As soon as Mr. Roosevelt was ifomi- 


nated this year the same general state- 
ment was made by Republican leaders. 
Roosevelt was a weakling. 
He would- 


be pie for-them. Lucfcy the Democrats 
hadn't nominated Ritchie or~ Baker be- 
cause they would be difficult to beat. - 


Four years ago ~we were also given 


generously of the statement that -Mr. Hoo- 
ver was more of an Englishman than an 
American, that he had lived out of the 
country so many years he had lost step 
•with the American march. Since that can- 
not be said about Mr. Roosevelt ^we are 
told instead that, honorable man though 
he be, he really hasn't very much ability. 


In searching through his public rec- 


ord, a long and 
invariably successful 


one, we have been unable to .find any 
basis for such a statement. Rather, seem- 
ingly, have his measures stood the test of 
time and partisan criticism. 


So it was declared that Mr. Roose- 


velt was a radical, in favor of public own- 
ership of utilities, and. other Socialist or 
near Socialist ideas, with which most of 
our practical people want little to do. 


This was a particularly 
dangerous 


thrust because, in times like these, the 
people seldom favor radical measures. 
They do not want anyone to tip the boat, 
They want steady rowing with a power- 
ful rhythm, at least until the whirlpools 
are passed. 


We have also been struck by the great, 


and almost tearful, concern felt by Re- 
publican leaders because Mr. Smith wasn't 
nominated. These men were the identi- 
cal ones who, four years ago, were stuff- 
ing money into the pockets of men like 
Bishop Cannon to start^hem out on a 
witchburmng festival with religions bigot- 
ry as the torch. Of course their interest. 
in Mr. Smith now is an attempt to turn 
that same religious element against Mr. 
Roosevelt, as though the latter in hon- 
estly winning the nomination had com- 
mitted a crime against Mr. Smith. 


"Rumor has a hundred tongues, a hun- 


dred mouths, and a voice of iron," wrote 
Vergil at a time when the only means to 
transmit news was by messenger. 


The ease with which rumor may now 


fly may be its undoing. One well con- 
structed story is likely to be believed by 
many people. Too many stories are more 
likely to raise doubt, then suspicion and 
finally denial. 


With our approaching primary and the 


election to follow what Vergil declared 
further about rumor is very well to keep 
in mind: 


"Humor is 1he report of evil things 
than which nothing is swifter; it 
flourishes by its very activity and 
gains new strength by its movements; 
small at first through fear, it soon 
raises itself aloft and sweeps onward 
along the earth. Yet its head reaches 
the clouds. 


"A huge and horrid monster with 


many feathers; and on every-plume 
a sharp eye, for every pinion a biting 
tongue. Everywhere its voices sound, 
to everything its ears are open." 
Some stones circulated against candi- 


dates are vicious. Many are untrue. But 
most are the natural mistakes and exag- 
gerations bound to result from floods of 
talk.

aroused at once as to whether the cur- 
rent depression has been of benefit in this 
respect. 


Doctor John H. Kellogg, famous Bat- 


tle Creek physician and health expert, 
is convinced that these improved health 
conditions are due to more sane and 
sensible modes of living as a result of 
economic distress. 
Necessity has made 


people more temperate in their habits. 
They are eating, drinking and smoking 
less than has been their customary hab- 
it. The doctor concludes that "if the de- 
'pression has taught folks to live a sim- 
pler, more sensible type of life, it has 
done some good." 


The question of a possible increase in 


diseases incident to poverty and malnu- 
trition naturally arises, but thus far there 
has been no perceptible effect on health 
conditions from these causes. 
Very few, 


even, among those who are poor and un- 
able to buy, are suffering for lack of 
food and a more or less well-balanced 
ration. 


Depression may be unpalatable medi- 


cine for many who had become accus- 
tomed during prosperous times to high- 
ly intemperate ways of living, but it 
-seems .that hardship builds better bodies 
as well as character of quality. 


TAX EVASION 


Although the payment of government 


charges, whether justly or unjustly levied, 
'is the inescapable burden of all, it is 
common practice, and one characteristi- 
cally human without doubt, to fuss and 
fume about it and to avoid this obliga- 
tion if a legal loophole can be found. 
Unfortunately, there are some who do 
not appear to worry overmuch about the 
legal phases of the question, so long as 
they are able to outwit the government. 


So it is not unnatural that a new tax 


or charge, or an increase in an old one, 
should stimulate much hard 
thinking 


about various ways to avoid its payment. 


A case in point is the new postage 


law which went into effect July 6, es- 
pecially that part of it which increases 
the first class mail rate from 2 to 3 cents. 
•- This column had called attention to 
the federal government's warning that 
any attempt to avoid payment of the high- 
er postage rates through mail deliveries 
by agencies other than the postal ser- 
vice, constitutes a violation of federal 
law. 
Any private distribution of bills, 


statements or other material that is usu- 
ally classed as mail, is forbidden. 


As the rate on post cards remains at 


one cent, it is now reported that mer- 
chants, public utilities, banks and others 
seeking to avoid the 3-cent letter rate, 
are sending out thousands of "duns" for 
overdue bills and accounts on 1-cent post 
cards, which is also in violation of postal 
regulations. No post card containing a 
"dun" or any other material that might 
reflect upon the character or conduct of 
the addressee is permitted to go through 
the mails, the theory being that such open 
disclosures constitute duress, a procedure 
in which the government refuses to par- 
ticipate. 


All such attempts to avoid payment 


of the 3-cent letter rate, though in many 
cases made in ignorance of the law, are 
unlawful evasions and subject to heavy 
penalties. The fact that these evasions 
are attempted by many large and repu- 
table organizations which should be will- 
ing to accept the increased rate as a civic 
duty, only serves to demonstrate the fact 
that the avoidance of just government 
charges is too often considered "pretty 
slick business."

HOME BANK PURPOSE 


The speeches of mortgage experts, govern- 


ment representatives and political figures at 
the convention of the United States Building 
•ana Loan league are being studied closely. 


The plea for lenity in the collection of over- 


Sue mortgages by resort to foreclosure at this 
time seems to be fair and timely The lending 
agencies which now believe that they are forc- 
ed to this expediency in order to comply with 
rules made in more prosperous times, before 
the loan bank was created, may well assume 
that the bank plan may enable them to borrow 
enough money to carry these mortgages until 
the pledged property develops a value compar- 
able to its appraisal at the time of the loan. 
The district banks should be able to announce 
policies and perhaps lend money within a few 
weeks 


Reports that home owners and others in com- 


fortable circumstances are declining to pay 
mortgage installments under the delusion that 
the government is going to take over their 
loans and perhaps amortize them on a long 
and easy basis, is disquieting. There has been 
no promise or suggestion from a responsible 
source that the government is going to supplant 
lending agencies or home building groups The 
owner of mortgaged property can be relieved 
of his payment schedule obligation only by ac- 
tion of the holder of the mortgage, and if he 
has the means to pay, is without excuse for 
not paying 


It would be a misrepresentation of the pur- 


pose of the banks if politicians were not chal- 
lenged in their efforts to create the impression 
that the federal government is taxing all the 
people to buy homes for a few The bank is cap- 
able of a great and necessary public service, 
and there is no reason to believe that it will 
fall short of the expectations of those who have 
studied the plan and are familiar with the op- 
erations of the federal reserve and farm loan 
banks. But the directors can not depart from 
sound practice to make good the extravagant 
promises of vote-seekers or the hopes of cit- 
izens who believe that the government has be- 
come a source of easy money—Indianapolis 
News.

smokers passed out so suddenly and 
mysteriously that post-mortem in- 
vestigation was ordered. The post 
mortem proved that the men had 
seen poisoned. Not by any myste- 
rious drug incorporated in their 
cigarets, but by what in Germany 
passes an excellent tobacco and in 
his "country would be'called El 
labbagio or Simon Pure Alfalfa. 
Both of these tobacco hogs had 
coronary sclerosis. 
That means 
aemng: and thickening of the ar- 


;ery that supplies blood to the 
leart muscle itself. 
There was 
something peculiar and interesting 
about the arterial sclerosis in these 
•wo cases. It was confined to the 
coronary arteries. It did not even 
slightly affect the aorta (great ar- 
;ery) nor was there any sign of ar- 
teriosclerotic change in the cerebral 
and renal arteries (brain and kid- 
ney) which are invariably involved 
in honest arterio-sclerosis. 


Now, 
girls, I want to be perfectly 
rank with you. Whatever animad- 
versions I may have made in years 
>ast about women smoking, I now 
say that so far as I know the tem- 
jerate use of tobacco is no more in- 
urious to a woman than it is to a 
man. I still insist, and without fear 
of competent contradiction, that 
even moderate or occasional use of 
;obacco is injurious to the health 
of any youth, male or female, who 
las not yet attained full 
adult 
growth and development. 


It seems to me, and in this I ac- 
knowledge I may be biased, that 
young women who get into 
the 
smoking habit are more inclined to 
:arry it to excess than are young 
men. Be that as it may it is cer- 
ain that male tobacco hogs have 
no monopoly (on the selective poi- 
sonous effect of tobacco on the cor- 
onary arteries. It will not be long 
now, I am afraid, before the -wo- 
men will begin to rival the men in 
;he coroner's records. 
Real or 


pseudo-angina pectoris, coronary 
smbolism or thrombosis, and start- 
'ingly sudden deaths from "acute 
ndigestion" (where the community 
prefers to save post-mortem ex- 
Denses) will give the smoking wo- 
nen something to worry about.

Can 
you Inform me whether this corn 
meal is a« nourishing as whole 
wheat flour? (C. H. H.) 
Answer — Any corn meal yields 


from 1,650 to 1,700 calories 
per 


pound. Whole wheat flour yields 
approximately the same. If milk 
and eggs are used Hi making the 
corn cakes, it doesn't matter much 
nutritively whether 
you prefer 
corn meal or whole wheat flour. 
Perhaps your favorite variety of 


corn meal runs a little higher in 
calories. 


Buttermilk • 
I drink a quart of buttermilk ev- 
ery day. Have been using Blank's 
brand exclusively.

He is Jim Preston, for 35 years 
superintendent of the senate press 
gallery, but now proud holders of 
the more or less prosaic title of 
senate librarian. Jim admits that 
he's happy in his new job, sur- 
rounded as he is with musty tomes 
of the Congressional Record and 
ancient files. But much of his heart 
is still across the corridor in the 
press gallery. He'll admit that, too. 
For in the more than three dec- 


ades he presided -over the gallery, 
he acquired personal acquaintance 
with more newspapermen than any- 
body else. He has literally grown 
up with them, starting as a mere 
senate, messenger assigned to help 
the news scribes of that day. 
He has seen them march through 
the rolls of the gallery list by the 
hundreds. 


The List Has Grown 
There were only about 150 of 
them when Jim started his service 
in the gallery.

urer has kept millions of dollars in 
state funds on deposit with banks 
which are members of the "Wiscon- 
sin Bank Shares group was one of 
the statements of Edward J. Samp 
of Madison, regular Republican can- 
didate lor state treasurer, in a cam- 
paign address before a large audi- 
ence on the city triangle here Sat- 
urday evening. 
Samp was introduced by Dr. G. 
N. Pratt, president of the Menasha 
Republican club, and his address 
was preceded by an outdoor concert 
by the Menasha high 
school band 


under the direction of L. E. Kraft. 
•Samp discussed the Capital City 
bank case, gas tax collection, the 
teachers' retirement fund, gas tax 
and ton mile tax refunds, and other 
issues. Referring to the attitude of 
the present administration toward 
chain banks, he said: 


Sought Membership 
"Just before the last campaign
